I told 
Johnson  to  ordar  tor  m that  I was  going  to  call  tha  office  and  tall  than  that 
wo  would  ba  out  at  this  location.  1 called  tha  office  and  talked  to  Dt.  Walls. 

I told  Dt.  Walls  that  wo  would  ba  out  to  aat,  and  tha  Lieutenant  Informed  me  that 
tha  Pro  aidant  had  boon  shot  and  to  ratam  to  tha  offloa  lsossdlately.  1 hong 
op  tha  phono,  told  John  eon  that  tha  F resident  hsd  boon  #>ot,  sad  wo  were  to  return 
to  the  office  immsdi  ately.  Wo  got  Into  our  car  and  ratumsd  to  the  city  hall 
and  oor  office. 

Upon  oor  return  to  the  office  tt.  Walls  told  us  to  report  to  Elm  and  Houston. 
Wo  got  Into  our  car  and  drose  to  Kin  and  Houston  and  arrlwad  tharo  approximately 
ldi  90  pa.  rotoctlm  Johnson  and  myself  entered  the  building.  Tons  Book  Deposi- 
tory, and  want  directly  to  tha  6th  floor  whom  wo  contacted  Captain  Frit*. 

Captain  Frits  put  Johnson  protecting  part  of  the  scone  on  the  6th  floor  and  my- 
self protecting  the  part  of  th#  seen#  where  the  window  was  that  the  diooti  nt>  took 
place.  I remained  at  this  location  In  the  Texas  Book  Depository  on  the  6th 
floor  until  Dot.  Studebekar  of  the  crime  1st  search  section  had  dusted  the 
windows  and  surrounding  boxes  for  prints.  I found  a long  brown  paper  sack 
looking  lteei  that  looked  homemade.  It  was  beneath  and  to  tha  left  of  the  window 
where  the  shooting  took  place.  I bell awed  thin  to  be  the  container  that  tbo 
rifle  Oswald  used  was  in.  Dot.  Stodebaker  ducted  this  item  and  Initialed  It. 

Bat.  Johneen  and  myself  initialed  It  also.  Det.  Johnson  had  a Dr.  Pepper  bottle 
that  was  in  the  area  of  the  aeons  that  he  was  protecting.  Dot.  tudebaker  dusted 
this  item  for  prints.  Approximately  ?•  30  pa  upon  completion  of  the  work  of 
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the  Crime  Sewn*  Search  Section.  Det.  Johnson  end  myself  took  t>e  Dr.  ‘evper 
bottle  end  the  brown  paper  eeok  looking  Item  to  crime  laboratory  on  the  !*th  floor 
of  the  oity  hall.  Det.  Johnson  carried  the  bottle  and  I carried  the  sack  to  the 
ear.  Det.  Johnson  see  driving  the  ear.  I held  all  iten*  fro • the  Tones  Book 
Depository  to  the  crisis  lab.  Upon  our  arrival  at  ttie  oris*  lab,  these  tso 
l teas  sere  turned  over  to  Det.  H.  R.  Williams  of  the  crime  leb.  Det.  Johnson 
and  sr.-self  then  returned  to  our  office  an  the  3rd  floor  of  the  city  hall. 

We  arrived  beck  at  our  office  approximately  3*00  pm.  from  then  until  2:00  a* 
SovmJber  ?3,  1063  I an seared  the  telephone  end  assteted  in  bringing  Oswald  fro* 
the  tail  to  our  offtee  and  back  to  the  Jail.  It  ?s00  a*  Movesfcer  23.  1963 
I was  told  by  Captain  Frit*  to  go  home  and  return  at  8*00  a*.  At  8:00  am  on 
November  ?3,  1963  I returned  to  the  office.  I answered  the  phene  end  stood  by 
for  further  orders.  *t  1?:30  pm  on  November  ?3  1963  Det.  Johnson  and  snraelf 
more  told  by  It.  T.  F.  Welle  to  go  to  the  Oak  Cliff  Cab  Co.  at  Davis  and  Tyler 
Streets  and  contact  a driver  by  the  naaa  of  W.  W.  Scoggins  and  taring  him  to  the 
city  hall.  Upon  our  arrival  at  the  cab  company  we  wars  advised  that  this 
driver  was  standing  by  the  eab  stand  at  the  Adolphus  Hotel  at  Commerce  and  Akard. 
This  driver  Scoggins  was  advlaad  to  wet  ua  at  the  Tellow  Cab  Co.  office  at 
610  S.  Akard.  Upon  our  arrival  at  610  S.  Akard  we  contacted  W.  W.  Sooggins. 

The  cab  supervisor  on  duty  at  610  S.  Akard  told  Dst.  Johnson  and  myself  that 
thera  was  anothsr  driver  on  duty  at  this  tins  that  had  said  ha  had  pic tod  Oswald 
up  at  the  Oreyhound  Bus  station.  he  advised  this  supervisor  thst  we  needed  to 
talk  with  this  driver  also.  The  supervisor  oontaeted  the  driver  end  hsd  him  to 
report  to  the  office  at  610  S,  Akard.  The  driver,  Bill  Whaley,  came  to  the 
office  end  Det.  Jobnaon,  W.  V.  Scoggins,  Bill  Vbaloy  and  *yself  returned  to  the 
city  hell  to  o:r  office  at  1:30  pm. 
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Upon  war  arrival  at  ©or  office  I took  Bill  "haley  into  Captain  Nichole' 
office  In  the  Auto  '"heft  Bureau  to  take  an  affidavit  of  foot  free  hie.  Nr. 
Whaley  pave  an  affidavit  to  the  effect  that  he  had  picked  Oswald  up  at  the 
Oreyhowid  **ue  "tatlon  at  1?«30  pa  on  Novanber  ??,  1963  and  lot  Oswald  out  In 
the  5t)0  Plk.of  forth  Hsekley  at  12tli5  vm  on  Hoveaber  ??,  1963.  The  affidavit 
w*»  typed  up  by  Pet ay  Collin*  and  vaa  notarised  hy  her  vhen  Mr.  Whaley  signed 
it.  Mr.  Whaley  and  Mr.  Seo**ina  were  thou  returned  to  the  Telia*  Cab  office 
at  610  S.  Akard  by  othar  offleera  tram  our  bureau. 

I steed  by  the  office  answering  the  telephone  and  awaiting  further  orders. 
At  9i30  pe  on  Noveafcer  23.  1963  I was  advised  by  Captain  Frit*  to  go  hone  and 
return  to  the  office  at  8 >00  an  on  November  ?!t,  1963. 

1 returned  to  the  office  at  8>00  an  aid  re  parted  for  duty.  I an  mend  the 
phone  and  stood  by  for  further  orders.  At  9»30  an  Detectives  Leave lie  and 
Or a vaa  went  up  to  the  5th  floor  jell  and  brought  Oswald  down  to  Captain  Frits'* 
offlo*  at  which  tine  Certain  Frits  started  Interrogating  bln.  Present  at  this 
Interrogation,  to  the  beet  of  «y  knowledge,  ware  Mr.  Felly  of  Secret  Service! 
Mr.  Hein**,  Postal  Tnapeetori  Mr.  Sorrells  of  Soeret  Service!  Captain  Frits, 
Detectives  C.  M,  Phortty,  J.  R.  leavelle,  L.  C.  Oravea  and  gyaslf.  Tbla 
Interrogation  lasted  until  approximately  11>15  an  at  whlah  tin*  I,  along  with 
the  others,  was  advised  by  Captain  Frit*  that  w*  were  going  to  transfer  Oswald.
